A  perfectly  hardy  and  vigorous, 
but  not  rampant,  climber,  with  heavy  dark  green 
hybrid-tea-like  foliage,  resistant  to  black  spot  and 
mildew.

TAUSENDSCHON.  Vigorous,  thornless  plant 
bearing  large  clusters  of  medium-sized  flowers  vary¬ 
ing  from  creamy  white  to  soft  pink.  One  of  the 
most  charming  and  most  popular  climbers.  Some¬ 
times  called  “Thousand  Beauties.”

BABY  DOLL  OR  TIPTOP.  Brilliant  golden  yel¬ 
low,  tipped  with  clear,  bright  cerise;  lovely  miniature 
“sweetheart”  buds  and  blooms  of  perfect  form  and 
finish,  borne  in  erect  panicles  and  singly;  deep, 
glossy  green  foliage,  narrow,  long  and  sharply 
pointed;  in  the  Brunner  class  for  corsage  and  dainty 
floral  work  and  of  even  better  habit. 

CATHERINE  ZEIMET.  This  is  surely  a  beauty. 
It  grows  to  a  height  of  15  to  20  inches  and  produces 
double,  pure  white  flowers  in  wonderful  abundance. 

ELLEN  POULSEN.  Dark,  brilliant  pink;  large, 
full,  sweet-scented,  vigorous  bushy  habit,  most  flori- 
ferous;  very  fine.
